LOCAL BANKER SEES NO VALUE 
IN WAITING FOR CHINA. 


DOLLAR GOING LOWER. 


HE SHARP break in the dollar quotation this 
morning may be accepted as a warning of still 
worse to follow, according to a local banking authority, 
who, interviewed to-day, stated that the dollar is likely 
to get much worse before it gets better. The low 
records achieved last week do ‘not represent the bottom 
mark, unless something unforeseen occurs very quickly. 


In very definite and emphatic terms, the opinion 
was expressed that the time had undoubtedly come 
when Hongkong’s currency should be placed on a gold 
basis. Not for years, if ever, may silver be restored to 
its former value, while a continuance of existing 
conditions for any length of time would be ruinous to 
most commercial undertakings. 

Measures such as. the imposition of a duty on silver would 
be too troublesome and would cause confusion, but there is 
little to prevent Hongkong from adopting a gold basis. The 
banker odded that Hongkong should do-so at the earliest 
opportunity. Waiting for China would do no good. It might 
do a great deal of harm.

It cannot be that 
there are not enough young men 
with tho requisite qualifications in 
the Colony; rather it is that many 
qualified men are not aware of our 
need, J trust that thls aypent 
will cnotch their eye and will in- 
duce them, from a senar of civic 
duty, to come forward and help 
usin thin work, TJ assure them 
that though their duties will de- 
mand sacrifice af time and leisure 
and will at times be onerous, they 
will themselves be gainers not less 
than those whom they will try to 
help. 


Appeal to Parents, 


Finally, I appeal to parents to 
let thelr sons join the Associa- 
tion as Scouts, Roverd or Wolf 
Cubs, and their daughters as Girl 
Guides.

The Httle Dauphin of France was 
to have a great treat. This in itself, 
{mpllod some notable event; aven at 
the age of twelve, the son of tho 
‘King of Franeo and Marle An- 
toinette would require something 
far out of tho ordinary, to arouse 
his keen anticipation. ... But on 
this November day of 1783 the 
young prince was an excited as 8 
country boy going. to his first 
efreus. There was good renson. 
His governess the Duchegse de 
Polignue, had arranged -for his 
special amusoment and instructlon 
n apectacle which no human oye had 
ever beheld: a man trving to travel 
through the air. . - 


The Montgolfler brothers had 
worked out one method, M. Charles, 
and the two brothers Robert an- 
other. Larger .and lurger bags 
filled with the different yascs had 
been constructed; one sent up from 
the Champ de Maris in August had 
been seen by a vast concourse of 
fifty thousand people; o little Jater 
a tethered “Montgolficr” succeeded 
at Versnillea in raising o sheep, & 
duck, and o rooster # quarter of n 
mile into the air.

The Montgolfiers had won this 
contest. Their new “ball” war 
‘completed. The Marquis d’Arlan- 
des, an infantry major in favour 
at court, had enthusiastically 
volunteered to make the expers- 
ment... . The effort was to he 
under royal putronuge for the 
special edification of the Dauphin. 


So His Royal Highness and. all 
his court. were now assembled in 
the grounds of the Chateau de la 
Mucette, engerly watching the pre- 
parations for his audacious at- 
tempt. ... 


Attentively the gorgeous throng 
watched the great folds of cloth 
puff out into a sort of conical bag, 
forty-five fect in ‘diameter and 
sixty-six high. The trial had been 
postponed from the previous day 
because of a storm of wind and 
rain; there were ‘still gusts from 
time to time, and the “machine” 
atrained hard at its cords ns {t took 
shape and began to rise from the 
ground, Hardly was it floating 
clear when there came a sudden 
squall so. violent that the enveloue 
tore apart where the ropes “held St.

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WHAT RUSSIA IS 
DOING. 


Ata time when we are hearing 
much about the dumping of Soviet 
whent on the markets of tho 
world, it is interesting to note the 
developments. which are ‘causing 
Russia, from being one of the most 
primitive of all agricultural na- 
tions, ta move rapidly along the 
path towards becoming one of the 
most modern, In_ the old days, 
farming in Russia meant a vast 
collection of very small . farms, 
operated by men who seratéhed 
the sail with primitive tools, To- 
day, two-thirds of the farming 
nrea has been “collectivized"”— 
gathered into huge State plots, 
some of them of enormous extent. 
The land is being tilled by the aid 
of modern machinery ag fast as 
that machinery can be obtained, 
and every effort appeurs to be 
mide to farm it in the most up-to- 
date and eMfcient manner, 

; It is not always easy to el to 
know exactly what is happening in 
Russian under the new farming 
ayatem, but an observer who has 
visited the country and seen the 
developments with his own eyes, 
has disclosed some interesting 
facts. Obviously, a. given number 
of tractors on a collectivized farm 
‘can cultivate: a prenter  acrenge 
than a similar number of machines 
weattered over individual farms, 
beenusge ‘Intensive — organisation 
makes’ for a more efiicient use of 
the machinery. According to the 
observer mentioned, there: is in one 
place a Soviet farm of more than 
n million acres, Where noarly four 
hundred tractors are in use. Fif- 
teen thousand workers are employ- 
ed here, The. great change In 
ngricultural methods thus betoken- 
ed has-already produced two signi. 
fleant results. -In the first place, 
it haa grently Inercased the pro- 
‘duction of Russia's farmy, Even 
although the programme. is for 


| from complete, it Is declared that 


Russia to-day is .preducing fifty 
per.cent. more’ farm products than 
This production, 
it ia believed, will keep on riaing 
each year, and it cnn be offered to 
world markets at a price below 
which the farmers of other ¢oun- 
tries can possibly moet because the 
labour costs are 80 much lower. 
In tho second’ placo, tho workers 
are strictly communized, As on 
example, it maybe mentioned that 
on ‘one farm, which was a noble- 
man’s estate before the revolution, 
there are some threa hundred men, 


women and childron, : the under- 
taking being undor the control of 
a supervisor elected by the com- 
mune, Thero are extensive dor- 
mitorles, with communal kitchens 
and dining rooms, to say nothing 
of nurseries. where tha children 
aro Jooked after, The communiz- 
ing of tho farms, however, docs 
not appear to have proceeded a8 
rapldly as thut of the city workers. 
Many of the pensants have not 
taken kindly to the change, and 
somo of them have been permitted 
to work their own Hittle plots. 
Howover, the eventual aim is for 
collectivized farms everywhere, 
and already two-thirds of the pea- 


‘laants have been communized, 


Jt ja when we encounter reports 
such as these that we begin to 
realise something of what is hap- 
pening in Ruasia, and to under-. 
stand why {t fs that Increasing nt: 
tention is being ald to the de- 
velopments {n that vast country. 
We may not agree with the: social 
syatem which has been established 
and which scems to turn men and 
women into mere machines, but it 
sould be folly to overlook the re- 
sults of the operation of that sys- 
tem. Undoubtedly, bis experi. 
ments are belng made by the So- 
Viet, and they deserve clone study 
by other peoples. Whether tho 
consequence will be success or 
failure, time will tell, ‘The main 
thing at the moment is not to shut 
our eyes to what {5 tuking place.

will depend, in no small measure, 
the success or failure of the new 
Constitution, More than that, no 
Constitution. can. work, as Mr. din- 
nah says, for twenty-four houra 
without rendy co-operation be- 
tween all the communities, The 
ideal of the unity of India, in- 
apired by the awakening of the 
national consciousness, may best 
be promoted, as the Hindus point 
out, if it finds first’ expression in 
Hjoint political institutions, Never- 
theless, there cannot Cail to be 
sympathy for the apprehensions 
of the minorities in a sclf-govern- 
ing Indin and for their insistence 
upon protection of their rights and 
interests. It has been suggested 
that, the ‘communitles being unable 
to reach ‘a scttlement, the British 
Government should follow the re- 
commendations of the Government 
of India in the despatch of Sep- 
tember last.

Tiontsin for a second time .noxt 
week before returning to Nanking, 
and it fs understood that con- 
ferences between him and 
Generals Chang Heueh-liang and 
Mo Tch-hul, chief Chinése delegate 
participating in the Sino-Russian 
Conference at: Moscow, have been 
arranged to take place here. 

General Mo is on hig way from 
Harbin to Tientsin and expects to 
arrive here during the week-end. 
After a conference with Mr. C. T. 
Wang he will proceed: with tha 
Nanking Foreign Minister to Nan- 
king to submit a lengthy report 
on the Moscow negotiations to 
Marshal Chiang Kat-shek.

Graduates’ Associs- 
tion.” ine sare 

At the commencement, the 
chairman thanked the gathering 
for the honour they had done hin 
by asking him to preside at the 
meeting. He said that the forma- 
tion of such an association had 
beon on his mind for Aome time. 
He recalled the fact that when he 
was in Canton {n 1923. 9 similar, 
association was formed, though 
only on asmall acale. It' was still 
in existence In 1926 when ‘ho left 
Canton, but he could not sy 
whether there was now still such 
an association. 

In Shanghai, went on the 
apenker, there was another. as+ 
‘aoclation, this being on a bigger 
seale. When he was in Nanking 
in 1927, graduates of the Hong- 
kong University who were in that 
city also formed an association, 
which is still in existence and of 
which he had had the honour of 
boing chairman for four success- 
ful years. m 

Some time ago, continued Dr. 
Foo, he recefved a telegram from 
Sir William Hornell, the Vice- 
Chancellors of the University. 
asking him to preside over the 
meeting. He fully approved of 
the idea of forming  Graduatas’ 
Association in Hongkong, anc he 
Immediately replied that he was 
only teo glad to do so. He re- 
gretted that no sufficient preparn- 
tlons had been made, but by the 
large number of people in the 
Hall, he presumed: that they nll 
approved of the {den of forming 
this nasociation, (Applause). 

The chalrman explained ‘that 
the afms of the proposed assocla- 
tion were to maintain and foster 
the bonds of friendship nmons- 
yraduntes and former students of 
the University of Hongkong, and 
to afford menna whereby they may 
be kept In touch with the interests 
and activities of the University. 


Membershij. Rule. 


With regard to membership, :t 
wan decided, after some discus- 


-| sion, that graduates were entitled 


to become members of the Associa- 
tion: and alao “past students who 
have been internal students of the 
niveraitymay be-admitted to- 
asrocinte membership: associate 
members will enjoy all privileges 
of members but may not vote nor 
hold office In the Association.”

the Association, Dr. Foo was pre- 
yailed upon to accept. .

ABSENCE OF MOTIVE. 


A tragic end to a business deal 
was indicated to Criminal In- 
vestigation Dopartment officials 
when they were cailed, shortly 
after two o'clock 
afternoon, to investigate what 
appeared to be a_ sensational 
caso of murder, followed by 
suicide. , . 

In a room used as a ving room 
ane office, on the ground floor of 
17, Caine Road, the home of a 
wealthy merchant, they found the 
huddled forms of three men, theac

Chan Hang-sik, a pawnbroker, 
who was on a visit, 


Both the ‘merchant and his 
accountant were dend, from 
wounds in the. head: while the 
pawnbroker was'in a grave condl- 
tion from a bullet wound through 
the neck. 


An. empty automatic pistol was 
discovered on the floor, close to 
the dead hody of the merchant. 

All three bodies were lying 
within a few feet ofeach other, 
the positions In which they were 
found suggesting that they had 
been sented around a table before 
the shooting took place. 


Recent Pistol Test. 


The firat enquiry of the police 
investigators Was centred on the 
empty pistol, and it was. ascer- 
talned that the weapon belonged
